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The Connecticut Proven Dairy Sire Program 


HE Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Association of Con- 
T necticut has recently’ ratified the “Connecticut 
Proven Dairy Sire Program.” This is a plan put 
forward co-operatively by the Dairy Department at the 
Connecticut Agricultural College and such dairy breed as- 
sociations of the state as ratify the program—so far the 
Jersey and Holstein Associations. It is proposed to com- 
pile records on all milking daughters of sires owned by 
breeders who desire. These records will be computed to 
a mature basis, averaged, and those sires whose daughters 
meet certain standards will be listed as proven sires. 
Then it is proposed to extend the use of such sires and 
keep them in service in the state as long as possible. The 
plan has been commended by practically all who have 
seen it. The following outline gives the general set up of 
this program and its method of operation. 

The details of the program: 

1. This plan shall be Known as the Connecticut Prov- 
en Dairy Sire Program; hereinafter called “the program.” 

The function of the program shall be the proving of 
dairy sires and the improvement of the dairy cattle of 
Connecticut by extending the use of worthy proven sires 
and limiting the use of poor proven sires. 

2. The service contemplated in the program shall be 
offered co-operatively by the Jersey and Holstein-Friesian* 
Dairy Breed Associations of Connecticut and the Dairy 
Department of the Connecticut Agricultural College. 

3. The program shall be available to any owner of 
one or more purebred dairy sires in Connecticut, who will 
agree to accept and govern his breeding operations by all 
the provisions of the program. 

The cost of all records of production shall be borne 
by the owners of the cows. Any other expenses of the 
program shall be distributed annually among those using 
the program that year, pro rata on the basis of the num- 
ber of herd sires owned by each. If necessary, an annual 
deposit may be required from each breeder to cover ex- 
penses; any balance at the end of the year will be re- 
funded on a pro rata basis or credited on the next year. 

4. The program shall be administered by a committee 
of one member from each of the co-operating dairy breed 
organizations, appointed as the individual association sees 
fit, and one member appointed by the head of the Dairy 
Department at Storrs: hereinafter called “the committee.” 
The committee shall examine and approve, or reject all 
records offered for use in the program. The member of 
the committee, who is appointed from the College Dairy 
Department. shall be’ solely responsible for collecting, 
tabulating, and permanently filing all records. The com- 
mittee shall publish an annual report and list of proven 
sires. The committee shall serve as a court of final ap- 
peal in case of any dispute arising in the workings of the 
program. 

The Dairy Department member of the committee, the 


*Note: The “program” has been ratified by the Jersey 
and Holstein-Friesian Associations; it will be presented to the 
Guernsey and Ayrshire people but has not as yet been acted 
upon by them.’’ 


a 
member of the committee for a given breed, and a third 
member of the committee selected, if and when neces- 
sary. by these two, shall comprise a Sire Approval Com- 
mittee for each breed. The Sire Approval Committees 
shall obtain and study extended pedigrees for each sire 
owned by a man when he comes under the program; they 
shall make recommendations as to the retention of these 
sires. It is urged that no herd sires be sold or bought 
without consulting the Sire Approval Committee for the 
given breed. The Sire Approval Committees will try to 
arrange exchange of sires when desirable; they will make 
every effort to keep proven sires in service in Connecticut. 

If any expense is incurred by these committees, it shall 
-be paid on the pro rata basis mentioned in Paragraph 3 
above, save that special expense arising from helping a 
man buy or sell a herd sire shall be paid by that in- 
dividual. 

5. Those who come under the program shall agree to 
keep herd sires until they are proven, save when special 
circumstances arise. Sires shall be proven by the records 
of their daughters, and all who subscribe to the program 
shall agree to make available accurate production records 
for every milking female in their herd. 

These records may be computed from the official tests 
for cows on semi-official test or Herd Test as submitted 
to the officer in charge of official testing at the Storrs 
Agricultural Experiment Station; from Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Association tests; or from special tests. These 
special tests will be given when desired under the super- 
vision of the officer in charge of official testing at the 
Storrs Agricultural Experiment Station. They may com- 
prise six tests during the year at approximately equal in- 
tervals, or four tests, provided the owner of the cows will 
keep daily milk weights and submit them to the tester on 
his visits. 

For purposes of comparison all records shall be com- 
puted to a 305-day, twice-a-day milking, mature basis 
through use of the following conversion factors:

No individual records of females will be published or 
given any publicity; they will, however, be available in the 
files at Storrs. 

6. Records of proven sires shall be published when 
all the available records of their daughters show an aver- 
age of 350 Ibs. of butterfat or 8,750 Ibs. of milk for Ayr- 
shires, 7,000 lbs. of milk for Guernseys, 10,300 lbs. of milk 
for Holsteins, and 6,400 lbs. of milk for Jerseys; there 
must be not less than eight daughters included in this 
average, or six daughters all from different dams. In 
case one or more daughters of any sire are taken off test 
for any reason during the year, and the incomplete records 
from these cows indicate that their complete records 
would have lowered the average production of the daugh- 
ters of the sire, the committee may, at its discretion, with- 
hold publication of the records of this sire. In arriving 
at this average each individual female’s record shall be 
the average of all her records to date. The records of all 
sires shall be adjusted annually on the basis of all data to 
date. As soon as a sire qualifies for publication of his 
record, owners of that breed under the program shall be 
notified; annual adjustments thereafter shall be made at 
the close of the fiscal year. 

Records of sires shall be published as follows: 

Name, number, date of birth, of sire. 

Name and address of owner. 

7—376 (4-57, 3+) 

(This signifies seven daughters whose average fat 
production is 376 lbs.; four available daughter-dam 
comparisons, with the daughters averaging 57 lbs., 
more fat than the dams, and three of the daughters 
actually exceeding their dams.) 

7—7,653 ( 4-292, 1+-) 

(This signifies seven 


daughters whose average 
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milk production is 7,653 lbs.; four available daugh. 
ter-dam comparisons, with the daughters averaging 
292 lbs. less milk than the dams, and one of the 
daughters actually exceeding her dam). 

7. Owners of proven sires under this program sha}y 
agree to allow other owners of the same breed working 
under the program to use such sires to the extent of about 
twenty services a year at a cost of $5.00 per conception. 
In the event that a sire is so popular as to lead to more 
calls for service than the owner can spare, the commit- 
tee shall apportion the services available to outsiders ag 
equally as possible. No one shall be required to permit 
his herd sire to serve cows from herds where health con. 
ditions are not comparable with his own. 

8. This program shall go into effect for a given bree@ 
when ratified by that breed association and subscribed to 
by * or more owners of that breed. Signing a copy of 
this program for filing at Storrs shall constitute an agree- 
ment on the part of an individual to abide by the pro- 
visions of the program indefinitely. Any one may with- 
draw from the program at the close of any fiscal year, 
but accounts due are collectable, and the records of bulls 
whose owners are not enrolled under the program shall 
not be published. The fiscal year for the program shall 
date from its going into effect with the first breed. 

9. The provisions of this program may be changed 
by the committee. Changes shall go into effect with the 
first fiscal year beginning at least six months after the 
change is announced. Notice of any change shall be sent 
promptly to all working under the plan. A _ hearing on 
a proposed change shall be granted by the committee, 
when requested by the Board of Directors of any co-operat- 
ing breed organization. 


* Note: It is expected to actually begin work as soon as a total 
of five to ten men of all breeds combined have signed the 
agreement 





National Futurity Plans Announced 


ONDITIONS of the National Dairy Exposition Futur- 
c° ity and Nomination form for the Futurity next year 

have’ been prepared by a committee consisting 
of W. W. Marsh, Waterloo, Iowa, Chairman; C. T. Conklin, 
Ira Inman, W. S. Moscrip and H. G. Van Pelt, represent- 
ing the five dairy cattle organizations. This committee 
was appointed at a meeting of the classification commit- 
tee of the Exposition last February. 

The reasons given for the establishment of the Futurity 
were that such an event properly developed would have 
great value both in stimulating better dairy cattle breed- 
ing and in creating interest in the National Dairy Exposi- 
tion as a constructive event for the promotion of the 
dairy cattle industry. The committee devoted much time 
and thought to the formulation of a plan which it hopes 
will achieve the desired ends. It also endeavored to 
arrange conditions that will encourage the spectacular 
features of futurities which have been successful in other 
lines of live stock breeding. 

The 1930 Futurity will be for bull calves only. Calves 
and their sires and dams are to be nominated at the same 
time and the nomination fees plus $25 entry fee for each 
bull calf shown will make up a purse to be divided on a 
percentage basis. In 1931 competition will apply in year- 
ling bull and heifer classes, and thereafter yearling and 
two-year-old animals of both sexes will compete. 

Copies of the conditions and the nomination form are 
being mailed to a list of leading breeders in the hope that 
they will make early nomination of calves, sires and dams 
for the 1930 Futurity. The cooperation of the dairy cattle 
breed associations, the press and all other interested 
agencies is needed to make the initial Futurity a success 
and to pave the way for succeeding years. 

National Dairy Exposition Futurity 
Conditions 

1. The Futurity shall be carried on for each of the five 
dairy breeds for which prizes are given at the National 
Dairy Exposition. 

2. All control and clerical work will be handled by the 
Nationel Dairy Association. 

3. Rules of National Dairy Association governing 
registration sha!l apply in this Futurity. 

4. The Futurity is open to any animal whose sire and 
dam have been properly nominated. 

5. To be eligible for competition in the Futurity the 


sire must be nominated at a fee of $50 and dam at a fee 
of $2. 

6. All fees received from nomination of sires and dams 
shall be held by the National Dairy Association and paid 
out only as prizes for the Futurity. 

7. The sire and dam must be nominated before the 
birth of the calf except that for the first year’s competi- 
tion the sire, dam, and animal entered, can all be nomi- 
nated any time during the year hereinafter mentioned. 
No fee is required for nomination of the animal, which 
shall be as soon after birth as possible. 

8. Except as noted below, the animals will be shown 
as yearlings and two-year-olds. 

9. Competition the first year shall be for animals born 
between and including August 1, 1929. and July 31, 1930. 

10. To encourage interest in the Futurity at an early 
date competition will be advanced so that the first show 
will be for bull calves in 1930 and for this purpose 10% 
of all moneys received as nomination fees of sires. and 
dams, plus $25 entry fee for each bull calf shown, will 
make up the prize fund. This money will be divided 
among the ten best shown, on a basis of 25% 20%, 12%, 
10%, 8%, 7%, 6% 5%, 4% and 3%. If ten animals are 
not shown, balance of prize money will revert to original 
fund for later competition. 

11. In 1931, 10% of nomination fees plus entry fee of 
$25 for each animal will be awarded to both yearling bull 
and heifer classes, in same proportion as given above and 
again any unawarded moneys will go into the original fund. 

12. In 1932, 30% of the original nomination fees plus 
one-half of any unawarded prizes in competitions of 1930 
and 1931, and also plus an entry fee of $100 for each anl- 
mal shown will be awarded in two-year-old bull class. 

13. 20% of the original nomination fees, plus one-half 
of any unawarded prize moneys in 1930 and 1931 com- 
petitions, plus also $100 entry fee for each animal shown, 
will be awarded in the two-year-old heifer class. 

14. After the first year’s competition, calves will not be 
shown and 15% of nomination fees plus entry fee of $25 
for each animal will be awarded to both yearling bull and 
heifer classes, and balance as in first year’s competition. 

15. Any animal eligible may be shown one, two or three 
years as owner elects. 

16. In the event that an owner prefers to test his

ter-in-law do all the work of produc- 
ing feed and testing the big typy Hol- 
stein cows. Practically all the feed 
raised is fed on the place and with the addition of some 
purchased oil meal and mineral, the ration consists of 
corn ensilage, oats and vetch, and clover hay, kale, beets 
and a grain produced on the farm of oats and barley. 

It’s a real farmer-breeder farm, the Benter’s place. No 
pretentious buildings. Two old hop dryers, converted as 
well as possible into cow barns, house the Holstein herd. 
Bottom land along the upper Willamette River, which 
overflows at times is the pasture. The high land about 
the farm buildings, slightly gravel in type is used to raise 
the grain and roughage feed. Just an average farm you 
would say as you drove past, but not an average produc- 
tion by the herd. Six hundred pounds of fat average. 
Gosh. 

The foundation for the herd was laid by the elder Ben- 
ter in the purchase of a few foundation animals. The first 
official testing was begun in 1923. Official work in Class 
B, has been carried on almost steadily ever since. The 
three times a day milking in this “farmer’s class” suits 
the Benter program better than any other, but some offi- 
cial work has been done on four times a day milking. Lack 
of a cow test association in their section caused the Ben- 
ters to take up the official work. 

The first cow tested in 1923, Isabelle Hengerveld An- 
tonia, produced 690 pounds of fat from 23,000 pounds of 
milk in 365 days. This was quite a bit of encouragement 
to the owners and soon after Esther Hengerveld Antonia, 
“old Esther,” as the show ring knows her, completed a 
new state record of 772 fat and 20,818 pounds of milk. 
This famous cow, shown in 1924 was first at Portland 
in the advanced registry class, defeating even the grand 
champion cow, Madam Artis Wayne Denver. Esther has 
three daughters in the herd, Flip Antonia Hengerveld, 
with a senior yearling record of 12,187.5 pounds of milk

the present bull in service. 

Other records held in the Benter 

herd were made by Zoretta Spofford Hengerveld with 20,- 

279 lbs. of milk and 674 pounds of fat in 365 days as 

a mature production, and a senior three-year-old record by 

Belle Fayne Hengerveld Segis of 13,633 pounds of milk 

and 500.23 pounds of fat in 365 days. The herd has. been 

federal accredited for several years. 

Many breeders claim that show rings prevent the mak- 
ing of good records, but of the above named cows, Flip, 
Queen and Princess made their record while on a three 
months show circuit of over 700 miles, from Creswell to 
Kalmath Falls and to Portland and home. 


In 1924, after completing several very good records, 
young Ralph Benter and his wife decided to show the 
show circuit that good records go with good type. The 
first showing was made that year at the Oregon State 
Fair and later at the Pacific International with very sat- 
isfactory results. It was this year that Esther was at her 
best and opened the eyes of all at the Portland ringside, 
with her A. R. O.’class winnings. Every year since the 
Benter partnership, Ralph and his wife, have been “show- 
men” to be reckoned with at the Oregon shows. First and 
second place ribbons have adorned their exhibit at all 
fairs but in 1928 they practically established a show rec- 
ord at Portland. 

With seventeen head of home fitted cattle exhibited at 
Portland that took at least one ribbon in every class en- 
tered, which was almost every class in the premium list. 
Often two animals placed, and in. no case were all their 
entries defeated. Last year’s Portland Holstein show was 
claimed to be one of the strongest ever shown in the 
west and the placing in every class at any show is seldom 
accomplished.

ICHITA, the last.of the three Kansas expositions, 
W offered to those interested in Holsteins an array of 

quality far above par and equal in numbers ap- 
proximately to the show of last year. Again local cattie 
from Southern Kansas herds came into prominence and 
the local breeders of the’Mulvane Holstein Club, as well 
as G. Regier and Sons from Whitewater, Kansas, are to 
be commended upon the showing made at the Wichita 
show. 

The Iowa State Association herd and the Wisconsin In- 
stitutions’ herd returning via Wichita from Portland, 
Oregon, where both herds made such splendid records, 
were of course, hard competition for all comers, but with 
Chapman Farms and A. J. King, both from Kansas City, 
with their herds both showing in the pink of condition. 
competition was exceedingly keen. G. Regier and Son 
from Whitewater, Kansas, had two past grand champions 
at the show, these cows having won at Wichita in 1927 
and 1928, respectively. For a while in the aged cow class 
it looked as if the last year’s champion, Regier Woodcraft 
Sadie, was going to beat Norris’ Queen Ormsby De Kol 
Plum, but Judge Gillette finally placed her in second place, 
stating that he preferred the width of rump and setting of 
thurls on the Norris cow, but expressing his preference 
for the Regier cow in the shoulders. The Regier cow 
showed dry which doubtless was a handicap. 

Here it was necessary for Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby 
Lad, that old veteran of many show seasons, to show in 
competition with Stewart’s Skylark Hengerveld Butter 
Boy, that has made such a record, especially on the east- 
ern circuit this year as a three-year-old. The classifica- 
tion called for bulls, three years old and over, and this 
brought several great bulls into competition. The de- 
tailed results show that the younger bull was successful 
showing a bit better on top with possibly greater smooth- 
ness at the shoulders. He did not walk as well as “Lad” 
neither was he as good at the pins but he showed quite 
a bit more flash. Both bulls were much of the same type 
and looked good at the herd of this excellent class. 

The senior yearling bulls ran about true to form, ex- 
cept that here Judge Gillette reversed the second and 
third to the way they were placed at St. Louis, leaving 
Sir Homestead Pontiac Beets 11th at the top.

A Futurity At The National 


NNOUNCEMENT is made elsewhere in this issue of 
A the establishment of a Futurity for each of the five 
breeds shown at the National Dairy Exposition. 

It embodies the idea that has worked out so success- 
fully in the breeder’s classes for horse racing and con- 
templates the nomination of sires and dams for later show- 
ing of the offspring. If the idea proves popular and gains 
general support and participation by breeders interested 
in the show ring, it will be the big publicity feature of the 
National on account of the large premiums that will be 
available to the animals placing. Of even greater im- 
portance from the standpoint of breeders that are success- 
ful in winning these classes will be the prestige and pub- 
licity they will gain. Eligible candidates for Futurity 
honors would have an added value on that score. 

The contest the first year (at the 1930 show) will be 
confined to bull calves born between August 1, 1929 and 
July 31, 1930. It will not be as much of a gamble as for 
the later years, as the calves will already be born before 
entry is made and owners can judge somewhat as to their 
prospects. To make entry, the breeder is required to put 
up a fee of $50 for the sire and $2.00 for each dam. Calves 
actually shown will pay an additional entry fee of $25. 
Ten per cent of the nomination fees and all of the entry 
fees will be divided among the ten top calves. These 
same calves would be eligible to show in the 1931 and 
1932 Futuries as yearlings and two-year-olds, the richest 
purses being reserved for the two-year-old classes, which 
also call for a $100 entry fee for each animal competing. 
After the first year, there are to be classes for heifers as 
well as bulls. Production honors as well as show ring 
competition make the two-year-old heifer class especially 
interesting and valuable. The full details are given in 
the announcement appearing on another page. 

The idea is fine and if the breeders get into it on a 
large scale it will provide a spectacular contest that will 
command front page space everywhere. On the other hand, 
“we cannot get rid of the notion that the stakes are pretty 
rich for the blood of the average breeder. To take a bull 
through the three years of showing (as a calf, yearling and 
two-year-old) a total investment of more than $200 in 
nomination and entry fees is required. In present-day 
competition, there are many splendid animals that fail to 
get inside the money. The size of the investment re- 
quired to compete here may serve to limit competition to 
the wealthy class of breeders, and that is not our idea of 
the best service which our show rings can perform for 
our various breeds. 

We may be entirely wrong in our conclusion. Perhaps 
our breeders will jump at the chance for fame this plan 
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offers. We hope so, because from advance indications 

some of the other breeds are already assured of enough 

nominations to make a fair start on a spectacular show. 

ing. We would not like to see the Holstein show at the 

National relegated to a place-of secondary interest on the 

program. The Ayrshire Futurity at the Eastern States . 
Exposition, built on less expensive lines, has proven g 
wonderful success, and has undoubtedly been an important 

factor in making this the best show of this breed in the 

United States. If the proposed National Futurity wi; 
accomplish proportionate results at the National Dalry 
Exposition, it would certainly justify the active support of 
all concerned. 


Proving Dairy Sires In Connecticut 


ONNECTICUT dairymen are launching a comprehen- 
& sive project for the systematic proving of their herd 

sires. Outlined originally by Prof. Simms, of Storrs, 
the plan has attracted wide attention and has been rati- 
fied by the State Holstein-Friesian and Jersey organiza- 
tions, with favorable action expected later from the other 
breeds. The details of the plan are presented as a leading 
feature of this issue. 

The program is built on a foundation of production rec. 
ords of all available daughters of the sires to be proven, 
compared with the records of the dams of these daugh- 
ters. A system of computing these records on a uniform 
basis as to age and frequency of milking has been worked 
out. 

This work is being undertaken in the belief that the 
hope of substantial improvement in dairy cattle breeding 
lies in the wider use of sires of proven merit Under this 
plan the sires that are doing the best work along produc- 
tion lines will be quickly discovered and their opportuni- 
ties for service widely extended. 

The further development of this plan, so rich in prom- 
ise of worthwhile results, will be watched with keen 
interest by students of breeding everywhere. 


Another Interesting Bull Study 


TTENTION is directed to a very unusual advertise- 
A ment appearing elsewhere in this issue. It is a re- 

production of a letter recently sent out by the New 
England Creamery Products Co., of Somerville, Mass., to 
their producer-farmers. This letter indicates a spirit of 
broad, helpful interest, manifested in a practical way that 
is all too rare in the relationship between distributor and 
producer. The effort to promote better breeding with re- 
sulting higher production is, of course, not entirely un- 
selfish on the part of the company, as increased unit pro- 
duction will benefit all concerned. However, it is not 
often that we see a distributing company approaching the 
problem with the broad, enlightened interest here dis- 
played. 

The Bull-Index Plan, referred to in the advertisement, 
is a system of measuring the value and ability of a sire 
worked out by Mount Hope Farm, a Guernsey breeding 
establishment in Massachusetts. This system has been 
outlined in a pamphlet which may be obtained by in- 
terested breeders upon application to the New England 
Creamery Products Co., Somerville, Mass. Briefly, the 
system is based upon the average records of all the daugh- 
ters of a sire, computed to a mature-age equivalent, and 
compared with the records of their dams computed to the 
same basis. By a rather elaborate system of computa- 
tions, which we will not attempt to give in detail here, @ 
figure has been arrived at which is believed by the spon- 
sors of this system to reflect the share of the credit or dis- 
credit belonging to the sire for the performance of the daugh- 
ters in comparison with their dams. If the daughters’ 
average exceeds the dams’ for milk production, three- 
sevenths of the difference is added to the daughters’ aver- 
age to get the bull’s milk index figure. If the daughters’ 
average is less than the dam’s average, seven-thirds of 
the difference is subtracted from the daughters’ average 
to arrive at the bull’s index figure for milk. The same 
method is employed to arrive at the index of the sire for 
butterfat percentage. If the daughters test higher, three- 
halves of the difference is added to the average test of 
the daughters; if the daughters test lower two-thirds of 
the difference is substracted; to get the bull’s index for 
fat percentage. The bull’s index for total fat is com- 
puted easily from the milk index and the fat percentage 
index. 

The Mount Hope people have made a very extensive 
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study of this subject and have applied the foregoing 
system to the records of many Guernsey bulls, until they 
feel they have found a fairly reliable measure of a bull’s 
real transmitting power, expressed in terms that mean 
something to the breeder, and which is equally applicable 
when sires are mated with low or with high producing 


dams. Altogether it makes a most interesting study.

MR. BARNEY DISCUSSES HIGH TEST 
Holstein-Friesian World: ee 

I have read with a good deal of interest, your editorial 
on page 12 of the October 12th issue of The World, en- 
titled “High Test Futility.’ There is so much hard boiled 
common sense in it and, as I desire to offer some com- 
ments, I hope I may be pardoned for quoting part of it: 

“We cannot get rid of the notion that this test business 
is one of the important things before our industry today. 
Here we’ve been shouting ‘high test’ and breeders have 
been selecting and working for it pretty consistently for 
the past ten or a dozen years or more—and with no ap- 
parent result of a permanent nature. The average fat per- 
centage in our yearly test for the past five years is slight- 
ly below the average of all the yearly tests thus far com- 
pleted. Medium fat content is a characteristic that has 
been bred into our breed for centuries and we are not 
going to be able to change it in a day, no matter how 
skillfully we may proceed. How much more reasonable 
it seems to change our laws to permit standardization of 
milk to suit the consumer’s taste than to attempt to 
change the characteristics of a whole breed of cattle. Even 
if we could by breeding change the Holstein cow into a 
4% tester (with accompanying lower milk production), 
we are by no means sure than our Holstein dairymen 
would have as profitable a cow as they are now work- 
ing with.” 

I am substantially in agreement with you in what you 
say except that part where you claim there are no results 
on account of our shouting “high test.” The results are— 
we are placing in the hands of the other dairy breeds a 
club which they use to good advantage. Is it not reason- 
able to conclude that, if we do not believe in our own 
product, we should not expect the public to do so? 

The records in our Advanced Registry Office do not 
show that there has been any appreciable increase in the 
fat content of our milk in the last fifteen or twenty years 
and yet there was never a’time when the breed was more 
popular, taking the entire country into consideration. 
Lincoln said that God must have loved the common peo- 
ple as he made so many of them. I think this will apply 
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to the Holstein cow as, in giving us our dairy breeds, the 
purebred Holsteins outnumber the combined numbers of 
the other four breeds. 

It is my opinion though that, in giving us this cow, 
He fixed a definite amount of fat in her milk which is 
going to be rather difficult to change, yet I can see no rea- 
son for worry about this matter. I have come to the con- 
clusion that, if any one of the five dairy breeds were 
100% perfect, time would eliminate the other four. Is 
it not fair to.assume that these breeds are in demand and 
will be used in about the same proportion as they ap- 
proach the 100% perfection? 

As to a change in our State and Federal laws permit- 
ting Standardization. Several of our state laws have re- 
cently been revised permitting standardization. All of 
them should be. <i 

As I see it, the principal reason that more states have 
not amended their laws is that standardization is being 
practiced everywhere by some means and this is especial- 
ly true as it applies to the milk dealer or distributor. 

I have found that the distributors generally oppose 
amending the laws as they are not interfered with in 
standardizing but they have no desire to grant the pro- 
ducer the same privilege. Their claim is that they are bet- 
ter equipped to do this work than the producer which, to 
a certain extent, is true. With these conditions, the states 
are going too slow in amending their laws. Most state 
legislatures meet in the latter part of 1930, or a year from 
this winter, and I hope for some action at that time.

TEXAS CALLING FOR MORE HOL- 
STEINS 


That Texas will furnish a good mar- 
ket for Holsteins and that a strong 
demand for Black and Whites will 
come from that region is the belief 
of W. B. Barney of the Extension 
Service, gained from observations and 
conversations with milk producers 
and distributors at the Texas State 
Fair at Dallas. 

Milk producers are receiving from 
50 to 75 per cent more per pound of 
butterfat for milk that tests below 
4% than for milk that tests above 
4%. Dealers are advising the use of 
a Holstein bull on the Texas milk 
herds and the addition of Holstein 
cows. They want milk testing be- 
tween 3.6 and 3.8% and are paying a 
big premium for such milk. 

Holstein entries at the Fair were 
outstanding in quality. An idea of 
the attendance at this two-week event 
is shown by the record of paid admis- 
sions for Sunday, Oct. 20, totalling 
214,000 for one day. 








GROW ALFALFA HAY FOR COWS 

Where alfalfa grows well it will 
usually outyield any other legume. It 
will make cheaper hay than a legume, 
which must be seeded every year. Al- 
though experiments have shown that 
well-cured soybean hay is equal in 
value to alfalfa for milk production, 
it must be remembered that soybean 
hay is not only likely to be stemmy 
but is also more difficult to cure than 
alfalfa. In view of the success at the 
dairy experiment farm of the United 
States Department of Agriculture at 
Beltsville, Md., in raising alfalfa on 
a heavy clay soil underlaid with an 
almost impervious subsoil, it is be- 
lieved that alfalfa can be made to 
thrive on many soils often considered 
unsuitable. Alfalfa makes such a 
good and cheap hay, according to the 
Bureau of Dairy Industry, that dairy- 
men are urged to not give up the 
idea of raising alfalfa until convinced 
of its impracticability either by trial 
or by consulting some reliable author- 
ity.

To Our Producers: 


We have recently investigated the work done at Mount Hope Farm, 
Williamstown, Massachusetts, in the breeding of dairy cattle by genetic 
methods for increased production, and we believe that this work has now 
reached a point where it deserves the attention of dairymen. 


The science of genetics is comparatively new. The efforts of 
Mount Hope Farm have been directed toward increased production through the 
use of the principles of this new science and their introduction into 
practical cattle breeding. 


In connection with this general subject, Mount Hope Farm, at 
considerable expense, has made a thorough study of production records of 
dairy cattle covering a period of many years, and from this study has de- 
veloped what is known as the bull-index method of selecting herd sires. 

We are convinced that the selection of herd sires by this method, if properly 
followed, will give extraordinary and gratifying results. The quantity of 
milk and fat production per animal should steadily increase with each suc- 
ceeding generation. 


We have observed what has been done in this connection, and are 
convinced of the value of the bull-index method. We are anxious, therefore, 
to do what we can to make available to all of our producers the use of the 
bull-index method, and propose, with this end in view, to assist our pro- 
ducers in forming bull-index clubs wherever they may wish to do so. The 
purpose of these clubs will be to breed animals capable of greater 
production. 


While it is not within the scope of this letter to outline the 
method in detail, it may be said that - 


A. The method does not confine itself to registered animals. 


B. It may be applied to registered herds in the various breeds or to 
grade herds as desired. 


C. It will call for an accurate record of production and a comparison 
of production of daughters over their dams, 


D. As the name "Bull-Index Club" implies, the figures collected will 
result in calculations which will indicate the ability of bulls in the herd 
to transmit to daughters the quality of increased production of milk. 


E. It is hoped that a careful analysis of these records as compiled 
will result in increased revenue to the producer and also in increased value 
of his animals based upon these records. 


F. It should result in increased potential capacity of farms. 


Pamphlets regarding the methods to be pursued and forms for keeping 
the records may be obtained from our local representative at rio charge. 


Obviously the forming of these bull-index clubs in various sections 
of New Engiand will be more readily accomplished where our producers have 
access to existing cow testing organizations. It is hoped that after a 
sufficient number of these clubs have been formed, certain rules, regulat- 
ions and fees may be decided upon which will make such clubs self-supporting. 


Our interest in this is confined to the desire to assist our pro- 
ducers in furnishing more milk on the most economical basis that modern 
scientific research has developed, and thereby make the producers profit 
much larger. As the continuous growth of our business demands ever increas- 
ing quantities of milk, we are anxious to do what we can to obtain a con- 
siderable part of this increase from our present producers who are familiar 
with our requirements of high quality products.

THE NORTHERN WISCONSIN SALE 

The Northern Wisconsin Sale, held at Chippewa Falls, Wis., on November 
8 and 9, proved to be a very satisfactory event, and, according to Manager 
James R. Graver, was by far the most successful sale held in that section of 
the state in recent years. Like the sale held earlier in the week at Madison, 
Wis., nothing out of the ordinary sort of dairy cattle was offered and the 
average of $181.10 for 131 represents a very even run of prices throughout. 
Ninety head of milking females were sold for prices ranging from $100 up 
to $400, and of these but five were credited with official records. Sixty-four 
cows averaged $199.88, these being from untested dams, and twenty head from 
dams with records averaged $218.75. A dozen young heifers not yet in milk 
sold for $121.25 each, and thirty bulls sold from $50 up to $440, the top price 
of the sale. 

H. J. Sedgwick, Lime Ridge, Wis., was the purchaser of the top price bull. 
This was a March son of Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby Lad, consigned by the 
Northern Wisconsin Colony and Training School, Chippewa, Falls, Wis., and 
brought $440. This youngster was junior champion in the institution classes at the 
Northern Wisconsin State Fair 1929. The St. Croix County Asylum, New 
Richmond, Wis., secured the two $400 females, these being Pearl Ormsby 
Abbekerk Segis. a two-year-old granddaughter of Man-O-War, son of Sir Pieter- 
tie Ormsby Mercedes 37th, and Rag Apple Segis Pontiac Sylvia, nearly six 
years old, with a creditable C. T. A. record of 588 lbs. fat. As at the Southern 
Wisconsin sale, one of the heaviest buyers was J. Harry Rakestraw, of 
Williamsport, Pa. Here he selected nine head for $1,730. Walter Brothers, 
Chippewa Falls, Wis., secured a nice lot, taking ten head for $2,200. Other 
buyers appearing often in the sales list were J. D. McDonald, West Salem. 
Wis.; Louis Draxler, Glenwood City, Wis.; John Accola, Alma, Wis.; M. Cohen. 
Weyauwego, Wis.: H. J. Sedgwick, Lime Ridge, Wis.; and others. 

The sale was well attended by Wisconsin breeders, with out-of-state 
support from Pennsylvania, Minnesota and Illinois. The selling force here 
was the same as at the Southern Wisconsin Sale, Johnson and Krause being 
the auctioneers assisted by Everson in the box. with James R. Graver, manager 
and promoter.

THE SOUTHERN WISCONSIN SALE 


The Southern Wisconsin Sale, held at Madison, Wis., on November 4 and 5, 
offering a very uniform lot of good quality cattle, resulted in the satisfactory 
average of $181.90 for 134 head, the grand total being $24,375. Manager James 
R. Garver, promoter of the series of Southern and Northern Wisconsin sales, 
expresses himself as well pleased with the results, considering the conditions 
under which they were held, as well as the fact that nothing in the way of 
sensational tops, either in males or females, was consigned. The prices ran 
very even throughout, ranging from $60 for a young bull calf out of an untested 
dam up to thé top price of the sale, $420, for a female in milk. With the 
exception of three females with 7-day records and two heifers from tested 
dams, nothing in the line of records was ircluded in the sales list. Nearly 
one hundred milking females were soid for an average of $200 or a little better. 
Of these, 62 were from dams without records and averaged just under the 
$200 mark, while 26 were from dams with records and averaged $207. A dozen 
heifers not yet in milk and from untested dams averaged $127 and two from 
dams with 7-day records brought $182.50 each.

THE DOMESTIC DAIRY MARKETS 
SITUATION 
(October, 1929) 

Dairy markets have been more or 
less unsettled during the past thirty 
days, with several influences con- 
tributing to such a condition. In the 
first place, we are passing through 
one of those uncertain periods of the 
year when it is most difficult to an- 
ticipate what may happen. Fall but- 
ter production has followed no defin- 
ite trend, weekly trade reports indi: 
cating increases in some _ sections 
and decreases in others. Cheese and 
concentrated milk production reports 
do show definite downward tenden- 
cies compared with a year ago, al- 
though these products taken together 
do not utilize as much as one-tenth 
of our total production; while butter 
requires approximately a third. An- 
other factor which perhaps is exert- 
ing a much greater influence this 
year than the uncertain production 
outlook, is found in the very heavy 
stocks of all dairy products, to which 
attention was called a month ago. 
Storage stocks must always be work- 
ed into consuming channels _ before 
a new season rolls around, and when 
stocks are as heavy as those of this 
vear, they are naturally the cause of 
more or less concern to those en- 
gaged in storing operations

ated somewhat but continued to run 
about 2 cents lower than a year ago, 
and toward the close of the month 
were the lowest for this particular 
period than any time since the war, 
except in 1924, when with heavy fall 
production the October average was 
less than 40 cents. This year’s aver- 
age will be nearer 46 cents. Evi- 
dence that the butter market is not 
in the strongest position is found in 
the wider range between prices of 
fancy and undergrades than existed 
a few months ago. When butter is 
plentiful, the poorer qualities are of 
necessity sold at a discount, but 
when there is a shortage, buyers are 
not so critical in their purchases. 
Storage stocks are still very large. 
Although the outward movement dur- 
ing the past week or so has been 
running heavier than last year. 

There have been some _ unusual) 
changes in cheese prices, but while it 
is true that the market has lacked 
firmness for some time, these recent 
sharp declines on certain styles ap- 
parently represented an adjustment 
between prices of various styles 
more than a_ general weakness. 
Small styles advanced early in the 
month to a point which resulted in a 
surplus, but all styles now bear a 
more normal price relation to each 
other. Cheese production continues 
to decline, with September this year 
estimated as much as 20 per cent be- 
low last year, and the first nine 
months of 1929 about 14 per cent less 
than the same portion of 1928. In 
spite of this, storage stocks are still 
heavier than a year ago. 

Reports from canned milk markets 
indicate that there is still consider- 
able pressure being exerted to effect 
sales. Selling competition with some 
drastic price cuts, earlier in the fall, 
left markets unsettled, and there has 
not as yet been a complete recovery. 
Reports, however, indicate that trade 
output is now fairly satisfactory, be- 


Prilly De Kol Korndyke Fobes, 4 yrs. 230 ing 17 per cent heavier in September 
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than last year. Total stocks were 
reduced 25 million pounds during the 
month, compared with an average 
September reduction of but 20 mil- 
lion pounds. Lighter production and 
heavier trade output together should 
lead to a much improved position in 
the market. It is reported that con- 
denseries, in some sections, are get- 
ting a_ little overflow from _ local 
fluid milk markets, but the extent of 
this is not indicated. Fluid markets, 
in general, are firm. Taking the sit- 
uation as a whole, the tone is about 
steady. Production is running light- 
er, but stocks on hand are heavy and 
fully ample. Most of the uneasiness 
is apparently due to the latter which 
supplements the usual uncertainty at 
this season of the ‘year.—U. S. Bu- 
reau of Agriculture Economics.
